Relief Trains Sent Out. 


Th first news of the storm was re- 
eelved ab out midnight 
Soon there­ 


after, b efore any details had oeen re­ 
ceived» the telegraph and telephone 


wires went down. 
Immediately relief trains were or­ 


dered out from all availab le points, 
starting from tiob art Chickasha, I. 
T., Guthrie. Oklahoma City and other 
towns. 
Every train carried doctors, 
curses and any person capab le of ren­ 
dering aid. 
The first relief train sent from Ho­ 
b art reached the stricken town Just 
b efore daylight. Every one on b oard 
b egan at once the work of relief. 
On every hand they found wreck­ 
age and the streets almost ob literated 
b y piles of demolished nouses. 
In 
all directions evidence of the terrib le 
havoc of the storm was apparent. 
The Dead and Dying. 
The dead and dving lay ab out the 
streets, in the yards and mix ed up 
with wreckage, while those who had 
« leaped ran hither and thither in ex ­ 
cited attempts to b ring chaos out of 
the terrib le scene and to render what 
meager aid they mighc. 
The storm was not confined to Sny­ 
der. On the way to the town dead and 
Injured were *'**s£ ed tn plain sight of 
the relief trains, hut these were pass­ 
ed b y in the efforts of the rescuers 
to reach Smrder, where Giere was 
gieater need of their services.

Twenty Killed and One Hun­ 
dred injured. 


CAR OF POWDER EXPLODES- 


The Most Horrib le Disaster In the 
History of the Penney ivania 
Raiiroad’s Main Line. 


Harrisb urg, Pa., May 11.—Twenty 
persons are b elieved to have keen 
killed and approx imately one hundred 
injured b y the wrecking of a Cleve­ 
land & Cincinnati ex press, westb ound, 
on the Pennsylvania railroad which 
dashed into a 
wrecked 
eastb ound 
freight train, ex ploding a car filled 
with fifty thousands pounds of b last­ 
ing powder. 
The wreck occurred In the southern 
part of Harrisb urg early this morning. 
It was the most horrib le disaster ever 
ex perienced b y the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road on its main line. 
Several hours will elapse b efore 
the ex act numb er of dead and injured 
will b e known. Twelve of the dead 
are at the morgue and oiner b odies 
are b eing b rought to the dead house 
as quickly as they are located. There 
are ab out seventy injured in Harris­ 
b urg hospital.

Indo o r humidity has again been dis­ 
cussed by a member o f tbe medical 
pro fessio n, who tak es the stand also 
that the excessiv ely dry air o f ho uses 
during the heated seaso n is injurio us 
to the human o rganizatio n, because 
the dry air in passing o v er the mem­ 
branes o f the 
respirato ry passages 
and the sk in calls fo r an eno rmo us 
o utput o f tne fluid elements o f these 
tissues, says Engineering. 
This physician, Dr. Henry Mitchell 
Smith, o f Ajro o k lyn, N. Y., ho lds that 
this leads to glanular o v ercapacity 
and its co nsequent ev ils, but he do es 
no t o ffer the specific pro o fs which, 
it has been asserted, are lack ing to 
sho w that direct deleterio us effects 
are thus pro duced. 
In his co ntributio n, which was made 
made to the Bro o k lyn medical so ci­ 
ety, he mentio ns, ho wev er, so me tests 
he had co nducted 
with a radiato r 
hav ing an experimental apparatus at­ 
tached, and he o btained results which 
o ccur with general beliefs as to the 
relatio n o f the humidity and temper­ 
ature. 
He fo und that with a relativ e hu­ 
midity nev er belo w 50 per cent no r 
abo v e 70 per cent, 70 degrees Fah- 
renheit, was unco mfo rtably ho t, 68 
degrees was warm and 65 degrees 
co mfo rtable. 
It was determined by repeated ex­ 
periment* that a temperature o f 68 
degrees and a relativ e humidity o f 


0.. per cent pro duced the mo st co m­ 
fo rtable co nditio ns, 
which 
were in 
mark ed co ntrast to a temperature o f 


72 degrees, with a relativ e humidity 
o f 30 per cent The fo rmer felt warm 
and balmy, he said, and the tempera- 
no twithstandlng the higher tempera­ 
ture. chilly and dry and apt to leav e 
the impressio n o f draftiness. 
He did no t describe the mo istening 
apparatus, but said that the mechan- 
sm was such that the co ntro l o f the 
temperature an^ o f the mo isture was 
independent.

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THE PAY OF WOMEN 


Why It Is Not as Larg e as That 
of Men. 


CANNOT STAND THE LABOR. 


Otj^side of Stenograpcrs, th e Large 
Employers Employ Very Few 
of th e Gentler Sex.

An auth ority on th e subject says 
th at a canvass of th e larger offices 
in almost every city of th e country 
would sh ow th at women are incapa­ 
ble of developing into “good business 
m en” possible ot promotion to posi­ 
tions of responsibility, says th e New 
iTork 
Commercial. 
With 
tne great 
packing firms of Ch icago, wh ose of­ 
fices are among th e largest, if not th e 
largest, in th e world, th e woman as 
an office worker in any oth er posi­ 
tion th an th at of stenograph er does 
not find favor. 
Sh e is employed to 
some extent in minor positions, but 
In th e places wh ere responsibility is 
placed upon an employe’s work only 
men are eligible. 
Th e general offices of railroads pur­ 
sue th e same system 
in 
ch oosing 
clerks, and in many o ' th ese th e wo­ 
man is tabooed even as a stenogra­ 
ph er. Hard work *s th e motto in th is 
class of offices, and women is not 
adapted to h ard office work. 
In most of th ese places th e pay is 
good except among th e younger class­ 
es of employes. Th is migh t be taken 
as substantiation of th e th eory th at 
woman is responsible for wage re­ 
duction, for in th e offices wh ere sh e is 
on anyth ing like equal numbers with 
th e men it must be admitted th at th e 
pay is much lower on th e average. 
But th is argument 
is unfeasible. 
Th e h igh er pay in th e offices wh ere 
women are scarce means simply th at 
th e work is of a h igh er grade or a 
more arduous nature, and economical 
conditions 
invariably 
regulate th at 
th e pay for such work sh all be h igh er. 
Men draw th is h igh er pay h ere sim­ 
ply because th e work is such th at only 
th ey are compatible with iL 
Th ere 
are positions in th ese larger offices, 
especially in th e 
packing-h ouse of­ 
fices and th ose of th e railroads, wh ere

A Pugilistic Expert Who Does Not 
Think the Champion Will Stay 
In Retirement. 


WTiile the announcement of Cham­ 
pion Jim Jeffries’ retirem ent from the 
ring was not 
expected 
Just yet a 
while, there was little surprise in San 
Francisco when the determination of 
the biggest and best of heavy weights 
was made known, writes W.W. Naugh- 
ton* from ’Frisco. 
It Is generally ad­ 
mitted, in fact, that in view of the 
conditions which prevail in the class 
to which Jeffries belongs there was 
nothing left for him to do but get out 
of the game. 
It may tickle 
Jeffries’ 
vanity to 
know that the sporting public places 
him so far above all his contemporar­ 
ies that an attem pt to match him with 
any of the men at present posing as 
championship candidates is regarded 
as ridiculous, but there is no money 
In a prospect of that kind. 
The returns of his match with Jack 
Monroe gave Jeffries an idea of what 
he may expect when pitted against an 
opponent in whom the public takes no 
stock. As there is no one in sight at 
present calculated to make Jeffries 
extend himself any more than the 
miner did, it is little wonder that Jef- 
M es thinks of turning to the growing 
of beets for the sugar mills or killing 
Tenison for the market as a more 
profitable pursuit than cracking the 
ribs of his fellow men or conferring 
caullflliwer ears upon them. 
But the man who 
can 
read be­ 
tween the lines is in evidence. There 
Is a small-sized whisper around to 
the effect that the retirem ent story 
is merely a harmless little deceit con­ 
caved by the m aster mind of one Wil­ 
liam Delaney, the 
object 
being to 
create a yearning to see Jeff in action 
just once more with any kind of an 
adversary that may be scared up for 
him. 
The suspicion may be 
unkind, of 
course, but it will be interesting to 
note if the events of the near future 
w arrant it. If there is a scheme afoot 
to work up interest in a match which 
will have Jeffries as one of the prin­ 
cipals the man the plotters must have 
in view as an opponent for big Jim 
is 
undoubtedly 
Marvin 
Hart, 
of 
Kentucky. 
Marvin, no doubt, will be 
quite willing to assist in making Jef­ 
fries' farewell appearance in any ring 


Hart contest would be as much of a 
financial failure as the Jeffries-Mun- 
roe affair. 
But this is dealing m surmises. 
The fact that Jeffries has announced 
his retirement is the only thing in evi­ 
dence. Let us tag it “Retirement Xo. 
1,“ and see, if he keeps on retiring, 
that each withdrawal from the sport 
which made him famous is numbered 
consecutively. 
There is no fear, I guess, of Jeffries 
developing the Adelina Patti tenden 
cies that have made such a Jack-in- 
the-box of Fitzsimmons during the 
past few years, but it is as well to be 
in a position to spring the dope on 
Jeffries if he retires too often. 
It 
might cure him of the habit if some 
one looks him squarely in the eye at 
some time in the future when he is 
making a farewell speech and say: 
“James, this ia 
the 
seventy-sixth 
, time.” 
. 
I 
If Jeff’s announcement in this in- 
j stance is final and sincere, what will 
become of the championship? 
A correspondent has asked me If 
Jeff has the power to confer the title 
on any one, and I am free to confess 
that I do not know. 
I believe that 
transfers of that kind have been made 
in the past, but I don’t think the pub­ 
lic regarded these ready-made cham­ 
pions seriously. 
This 
is 
a hard­ 
hearted world, and to be Queen of the 
May in the domain of swats a man has 
to battle for the distinction. 
To tell the truth Jeffries with all 
his might is the kind of a man that 
should have little to say in regard to 
the world’s championship once he re­ 
linquishes it. He draw’s the color line, 
and according to the ethics he has es­ 
tablished might exact from the man 
he endows with the title a promise 
that no negro fighter should be al­ 
lowed a chance to become the world’s 
premier pugilist. This would be man­ 
ifestly unfair. 
As long as 
Jeffries 
himself refuses to give battle to a 
black-skinned 
gladiator 
we 
didn’t 
mind it so much, for we felt that It 
was largely a whim and that Jeffries, 
if he did happen to change his mind, 
would dispose of his negro challengers 
as completely as he did of the w’hite 
heavy w’eights who opposed him from 
time to time. 
But Jeffries is 
one 
fighter in 
thousand. 
There is little prospect of 
such another wonderful rlngman be­ 
ing developed and there is little fear, 
in the case he hands over the champi­ 
onship, of the man honored being re­ 
garded as a w^orthy successor. 
For 
an inferior heavy weight to emulate 
.Jeffries and draw the color line would 
be ridiculous, though for that m atter

PUBLISHING THE BANNS. 


The Custo m Dates Back to the Prim­ 
itiv e Church. 
The custom of publishing me banns 
of marriag e dates back to the primi­ 
tiv e church, for Tertullian, who died 
A. D. 240, say s that warning of intend­ 
ed 
marriages was 
g iv en among the 
early Christians. 


It appears that the publication of 
banns was habitual in many places 
long before there was any g eneral 
law on the subject, since Greg ory 
IV. (118 9 -1216) spealiv of the banns 
being g iv en out in church, according 
to custom. 
The practice was intro­ 
duced into France 
about the ninth 
century and in 117 6 was enforced in 
the diocese of Paris. 
The earliest enactment on the sub­ 
ject in Eng land was an order made 
in the sy nod of Westminster in 1200 
to the effect Lhat no marriag e should 
be celebrated till the banns had been 
published in the church on three sev ­

ceived about midnight

after, before any details had oeen re­ 


ceived, the telegraph and telephone 
wires went down. 
Immediately reiier trams were or­ 
dered out from all available poin# , 
starting from Hobart Chickasha, I. 
T., Guthrie, Oklahoma City and other 
towns. 
Every train carried doctors, 
nurses and any person capable of ren­ 
dering aid. 
The first relief train sent from Ho­ 
bart reached the stricken town just 
before daylight. Every one on board 
began at once the work of relief. 
On every hand they found wreck­ 
age and the streets almost obliterated 
by piles of demolishiid houses. 
In 
all directions evidence of the terrible 
havoc of the storm was apparen^/ • 
The Dead and Dying. 
^ 
The dead and <^ving lay about fhe 
streets, in the yards and mixed up 
with wreckage, while those who had 
escaped ran hither and thither in ex­ 
cited attempts to bring chaos out of 
the terrible scene and to render what 
meager aid they might. 
The storm was not confined to Sny­ 
der. On the way to the town dead and 
Injured were *'”S"ed In plain sight of 
the relief trains, but these were pass­ 
ed by in the efforts of the rescuers 
to reach Snyder, where ^ ttere - vfas 
greater need of their services. 
Entire Families Killed;* 
In a number of cases entire famil­ 
ies were killed. 
There are Injured 
In almost every family in town. Every 
bouse In town except six Is said to 
have been either badly wrecked or de- 
molllshed, and many of them were

entirely.

havoc 
wrought is most complete. 
Carload of Caskets. 
The mayors of Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City and some other Oklahoma towns 
have Issued calls for mass meetings 
to formulate a system of relief for

physicians, 
nurses, clothing and provisions were 
started for Snyder. 
Ten undertakers attending the Fun- 
eral Directors' convention at Oklaho­ 
ma City left that place this morning, 
with cartoads of caskets for Snyder. 
Seven of One Family Killed. 
Every buBding left at Snyder was 
converted Into either a hospital or a 
morgue. Fifty-seven dead bodies bad 
been laid out in rows In tbe principal 
xnofgue up to noon, and others are be­ 
ing brought In constantly. 
Seven members of the Fessenden 
ftimlly were killed. 
W. H. Hibbard, 
superintendent of schools, and

wife, together with two childrmi and 
the parents of Mr. Hibbard, were kill­

Oni^ one member of the family, 
a boy, escaped. 
Three young children, in the Crook 
fan\ily, were killed, one oabe being 
snatched from its mother's arms and 
its brains dashed out against a brick 
wall.

One of the saddest cases was that 
of Col. Williamson. When the storm 
struck, Williamson grabbed a woman 
who he thought was his wife and hur­ 
ried to a place of safety. When out 
of danger he discovered the woman 
was not his wife. 
Later, Mrs. Williamson was brought 
to the morgue, her head completely 
severed from her body. 
The storm was of a regular twister 
variety, and swooped down upon Sny­ 
der without warning. 
It came up from the southwest. It 
cut a swath half a mile wide, demol­ 
ishing everything in its path for a dls- 
tance of ten miles southwest 
and 
three mites northeast of Snyder.

His Own Life. 


JEALOUSY WAS THE CAUSE. 


Tragedy Took Place at the Home of 
Mrs. Mary Howell, the Common 
Law Wife of Dobbins. 


(From Friday’s Daily.) 
Th omas B. Dobbins, a colored team­ 
ster, sh ot and killed Mrs. Mary How* 
elL colored, th is forenoon, and th en, 
p lacing th e reTolver to h is own h ead, 
killed h imself. 
The kUllng 
took p lace at 
Mrs. 
Howell's h ome. No. 126 East Joh nson 
street, wh ere Dobbins h as lived with 
her as h er common law h u sband for 
the p ast fifteen ywrs. 
Mrs. Howell and h er dau gh ter, Mrs. 
linUtia Hare, were engaged in wash ­ 
ing du ring th e forenoon. In th e rear 
y ard, and th e former, after p rep aring 
the noon meal, sat down In a ch air in 
a side door to await th e arrival of 
Dobbins. 
Th e latter retu rned h ome at 11:45 
o'clock, wh en Mrs. Howell arose from 
h er ch air to allow h im to enter th e 
h ou sa As sh e tu rned p ertly arou nd, 
Dobbins p u lled a 38-calibre revolver 
End sh ot h er in th e neck, abou t mid 
way between th e collar-bone and th e 
left ear, th e bu llet cu tting th e sp inal 
oord and cau sing instant death . 
Dobbins step p ed over th e p rostrate 
form of Mrs. Howell, walked into th e 
h ou se, and, wh en a few feet from th e 
door, h e p laced th e revolver to th e 
righ t side of th e h ead and killed h im­ 
self, th e bu llet entering th e sku ll a 
cou p le of inch es above th e ear. 
Coroner Gu y Titsworth , wh o was in 
th e vicinity on p rofessional bu siness, 
was th e first wh ite p erson to enter 
Hrs. Howell’s h ome. He viewed th e 
remains, took p ossession of th e revol­ 
v er and h ad th e dead bodies removed 
to McLau gh lin Bros.’ u ndertaking es­ 
tablishment 
A combination of circu mstances 
lead u p to th e dou ble killing. 
Mrs. 
Howell was a member of th e colored 
Bap tist 
ch u rch , 
and 
for 
several 
month s h er p astor and members of 
th e ch u rch h ave been trying to indu ce 
h er to become lawfu lly married to 
Dobbins, or sever h er wrongfu l rela­ 
tions with h im. 
Mrs. Howell was willing to follow 
their advice, bu t Dobbins refused to 
be wedded according to th e forms of 
th e ^u roh . 
Th is led to Quarreling, 
and th eir former peaceful relations 
no longer existed. 
Jealou sy 
also 
entered 
Dobbins’ 
breast. Th e h ou se wh ich th ey Jointly 
occu p ied belonged to Mrs. Howell, bu t 
Dobbins h ad sp ent considerable money 
in keep ing u p th e p lace, in p aying 
taxes and Imp rovements, and h e con­ 
sidered h imself a Joint owner of th e 
p lace. Since mu tu al friends h ave been 
trying to get th e cou p le to get law­ 
fu lly married, and. after th e refu sal 
of Dobbins to take p art In th e wed­ 
ding, Mrs. Howell, It is stated, looked 
with favor u p on a rolored man wh o 
was willing to become Mrs. Howell’s 
lawfu l h u sband. 
Dobbins learned of th is man’s at­ 


tentions to h is common law wife, and 
last Wednesday nigh t h e fou nd Mrs. 
Howell on a bu siness street with h er j 
alleged admirer. Howell told h er to 
go h ome and stay th ere, saying h e 
wou ld kill h er if sh e didn’t mind h im 
and mind h im qu ick. 
It is alleged th at Dobbins was fear­ 
fu l th at h e was abou t to lose th e wom­ 
an h e h ad lived with so long, as well 
as th e h ome p rop erty, wh ich was In 
h er name, and, consequ ent!y, decided 
to end all by killing h er and h imself. 
Dobbins was a cou sin by marriage 
of Warren Craigh ead, and was in p art­ 
nersh ip with h im In th e transfer bu si­ 
ness. He was abou t 45 years old, and 
leaves two dau gh ters, one single, wh o 
resides In Sedalia, 
and 
a married 
dau gh ter, wh o lives at Ottervllle. 
Mrs. Howell was abou t th e same 
age of Dobbins. 
Sh e 
leaves 
one 
dau gh ter, Mrs. Hare, and sh e and 
Dobbins were grandp arents. 
Early th is forenoon Mrs. Howell 
and h er dau gh ter, Mrs. Hare, called at 
th e office of Ju stice David Kinsey, 
wh ere th ey met Cou nty Attorney C. 
a Kelly, with a view to h aving a 
p ea<^ warrant issu ed for Dobbins,wh o, 
Mrs. Howell stated, h ad th reatened 
on th ree or fou r occasions to kill h er. 
Th e statement was also made th at a 
gu n h ad been fou nd u nder Dobbins’ 
p illow, and Mrs. Howell and dau gh ­ 
ter both said th ey were afraid th ey 
wou ld be killed by Dobbins. 
Th e women left th e office, h owever, 
with ou t any formal action being tak­ 
en, and th e dou ble killing followed a 
few h ou rs later. 
Constable Ch aney 
su mmoned th e 
following gentlemen as th e coroner’s 
Ju ry: 
R. C. Dolp h , 
David Kinsey, 
Dou glas Lane, J. W. Kennedy, W. J. 
Wallace and R. I. Hatton. 
Th e ju ry viewed th e two bodies at 
2 o’clock, and th e inqu est was begu n 
one-h alf h ou r later. Th ere can be bu t 
one verdict, viz.: 
Th at Mrs. Howell 
was killed by Dobbins, wh o th en com­ 
mitted su icide. 
I^Irs. Hare was p resent 
and wit­ 
nessed th e sh ooting of h er moth er.

The arrival o f Dr. William R. Har­ 
per, president o f Chicago university, 
fo r further radium treatm ent fo r can­ 
cer which revealed that the area o f 
the cancero us gro wth had been re­ 
duced and a le^^ture and two o pera­ 
tio ns at Flo wer ho spital yesterday, in 
which he used radium treatment, by 
Dr. W. Harvey King, caused renewed 
Interest amo ng physicians and sur­ 
geo ns in the recent experiments which 
have seemed to 
sho w 
that radium 
k illed the germs 01 cancer, says the 
New Yo rk Tribune. 
The o peratio n, the lecture by Dr. 
King and the fact, k no wn in surgical 
circles, that radium was used recently 
in the Harper case, attracted to the 
Flo wer ho spital 
amphitheater many 
pro minent surgeo ns and an unusual 
number o f students o f the New Yo rk 
Hdmeo pathlc co llege. Dr. King began 
his lecture by saying: 
The gamma rays have the po wer to 
cure cancer. 
I put a glass tube o f 
radium In the mo uth o f a perso n with 
cancer o f the to ngue. Thro ugh glass 
o nly the gamma rays can penetrate. 
The radium remained In the patient’s 
mo uth o ne and o ne half ho urs. This 
was do ne o nce a day fo r two week s. 
The cancer then fell o ff and the wo und 
healed. 
A do cto r cured a t^rao r by 
Injecting in it glass tubes o f radium. 
Three Injectio ns were made in three 
different places. The radium was al­ 
lo wed to remain 48 ho urs each time. 
The gamma rays have the po wer to 
burn. 
The unhealthy cells are at­ 
tack ed first because tney have no in­ 
dependent blo o d and nerve so urce o f 
tfieir o wn. 
The alpha, beta and gamma rays, 
to gether with the emanatio ns, have 
the po wer to k ill all germs; the gam­ 
ma rays o nly the germs o f the lo west 
so rt. 
The first o peratio n with 
cellulo id 
co ated with Lieber’s disso lved radium 
o ccurred here. 
A "wo nian had a so ft 
cancer o n the fo o t. 
A stick was in­ 
serted fo r 48 ho urs, and after the lapse 
o f two days fo r ano ther perio d o f the 
same length. 
The cancer fell o ff. 
A wo man with cancer o f the ear 
was then bro ught in. 
Dr. King ex­ 
plained that her cancer was so hard 
at first that the stick s co uld no t be 
fo rced thro ugh it. After two external 
applicatio ns o f radium o f o ne half 
ho ur each by means o f a stick o f 
25,000 radio -activity, the cancer was 
so ftened and a cellulo id stick intro ­ 
duced. 
Yesterday she received her 
fo urth half-ho ur Injectlo u. 
The do c­ 
to rs anno unced that the cancer was 
fast healing. 
“A stick o f 25.000 radio -activity is 
mo re effective than a glaas tube o f 
1.000.000,” co ntinued Dr. King. 
“The 
Lleber stick s lo se their po wer rapidly, 
ho wever, while the tubes o f radium al­ 
ways retain their po wer.” 
The o peratio n that 
attracted the 
greater amo nnt o f interest fo llo wed. 
The patient was a man abo ut 6 5 years 
o ld, who se lo wer right jaw and fleshy 
po rtio n o f the thro at o n that side 
were affected by a malignant cancer­ 
o us gro wth as large as two o ranges. 
Dr. King 
explained that several 
week s ago it 
was 
decided that an 
o peratio n was necessary, but o n ac­ 
co unt o f heart tro uble it was tho ught 
best to wait until the heart co uld be 
treated. 
The X-rays had been used 
witho ut appreciable beneficial result. 
The patient had 
no t 
respo nded to 
treatm ent fo r the heart, and it was 
decided to try radium. 
Dr. King inserted into the gro wth 
two platinum 
tubes 
o f 
radium o f 
1.000.000 and i 200,000 radio -activity 
respectively, and two Lieber stick s 
o f 25,000 and 
10,000 
respectively. 
These will be left in the cancer fo r 
48 ho urs at a time. A cure is expect­ 
ed in three week s o r less.

the law against the k illing o f game 
birds o ut o f seaso n; vainly, if ever, 
is there pro secutio n o f perso ns who 
k ill so ng o r insectivo ro us birds. Their 
destructio n is so co mmo n as to cause 
little 
pro test. 
Igno rance 
o f 
their 
value to the farmer 
and the fruit 
gro wer is largely respo nsible fo r this 
Indifference, no t o nly to the utility, 
but the beauty o f these birds. A Lin­ 
co ln co unty farmer who lo ves birds 
wro te lately o f his o bservatio ns In Ok ­ 
laho ma: 
No Injury to Grain. 
“The meado w lark , while generally 
understo o d to bo a grain eater, really 
eats very little grain; even the adult 
subsists almo st entirely o n insects. 
The writer recalls an argument with 
a lad, while w© were plo wing-ln wheat 
U. January. The winter had been very 
severe and o ne wo uld expect birds at 
such a time to be hungry fo r grain. 
The lark s were very busy wo rk ing 
o ver the gro und just plo wed, and my 
plo wbo y 
co mpanio n 
expressed 
his 
rage at the birds, declaring that they 
wo uld ruin o ur ‘stand.* After having 
made a wager with him that the birds 
were no t eating the grain, the writer 
k illed o ne with his whip. 
Upo n ex­ 
aminatio n, my co mpanio n was asto n­ 
ished to see that no t a grain o f wheat 
had the lark eaten. 
Its craw was 
pack ed full o f grub wo rms and hiber­ 
nating weevil with a few weed seeds. 
The lark do es o ccasio nally pull up a 
little newly spro uted grain, but no t 
eno ugh to do any serio us damage. 
The Useful Bluebird. 
“The co mmo n bluebird, nearly al­ 
ways the first bird to nest in this lati­ 
tude. is very little understo o d and 
Scarcely at all appreciated. The fo o d 
o f the nestling 
co nsists o f beetles, 
caterpillars, 
grassho ppers, 
spiders 
and slugs. The writer, while pruning 
an o rchard in the latter part o f April, 
a few years since, made no tes o f the 
trips made by the mo ther bluebird 
w”hlle feeding her bro o d o f five yo ung. 
Between 6 :30 in the 
mo rning and 
no o n she landed at 
the 
k no t ho le, 
fo rming her abo de in a fence po st, no 
less than seventy times, fo rty-five o f 
them with a caterpillar which was 
fed to the clamo ring bro o d. No w, let 
us figure appro ximately 
what this 
amo unts to ; she fed ninety caterpil­ 
lars a day twelve days, o r 1,080 o f the 
pests to each bro o d. W© have cater­ 
pillars with us all summer, and as the 
bluebird seldo m rears less than fo ur 
bro o ds in a seaso n, o ne bas o nly to 
think o f the 4.000 o r mo re o f these 
leaf-eating, pest-breeding 
wo rms ac­ 
co unted fo r by q ^ h 
pair 
o f adult 
bluebirds nestlin,. ^ u nd an o rchard, 
to realize, in a n. .w e . the great

Sho uld Build Bird Ho uses. 
“Every fanner sho uld put up a lo t 
o f small ho uses 
ro und 
his o rchard 
and garden fo r the acco mmo datio n o f 
the bluebirds, mak e the o pening small 
and place bo xes o n fence po sts o r any 
place, no t to o high, and the birds will 
h ow their appreciatio n. 
“The fo o d o f 
adult 
wo o dpeck ers 
co nsists o f insects supplemented by 
berries; the yo ung are fed almo st en­ 
tirely o n Insects. 
The 
small 
gray 
wo o dpeck er is o ne o f the mo st Indus- 
rio us 01 the family. He may be no ­ 
ticed wo rk ing carefully o ver the trunk 
o f a tree. Placing his head clo se to 
the bark , he will presently select a 
place and begin drilling. 
In a few 
minutes he will reach the bo re at 
wo rk o n the inside and drive the barb­ 
ed to ngue into the wo o d to draw the 
wo rm o ut. W inter and summer he is 
busy, to o hardy to migrate to the 
So uth. He. with the so ciable and al­ 
so useful 
bluejay 
and the co mely 
flick er, spend the 
winters with us 
and are especially valuable to us dur­ 
ing the early spring. 
Many farmers 
tho ughtlessly sho o t the gray wo o d­ 
peck er fo r wo rk ing 
in 
their fruit 
trees; they sho uld sto p to think that 
the bird do es no t wo rk where there 
are no wo rms. 
If the wo rms were 
no t at wo rk inside o f the tree the 
wo o dpeck er wo uld no t he at wo rk o n 
the o utside o f It. 
A Few Eat Berries. 
“So me birds, especially blue jays, 
catbirds and ro bins, eat a great many 
berries. We can well affo rd to supply 
them. Many fruit gro wers in the East 
plant numbers o f the o ld 
o x heart 
cherry and o ther trees aro und the 
o utsk irts o f the o rchard to feed these 


birds, fo r at the time when the in­ 
sect w”o rld is astir and multiplying 
mo st rapidly, an all wise nature has 
pro vided that these same birds are 
feeding the yo ung bro o ds. 
“The co mmo n ho use wren has been 
k no wn to feed her bro o d o f fo ur 245 
insects in o ne day. 
The quail and 
lark besides eating vast numbers o f 
weed seeds, 
destro y 
many chinch 
bugs. Mo ck ing birds feed their yo ung 
many o f o ur tro ubleso me bo ll-wo rm 
mo th. 
Our sclsso r-tailed flycatcher 
destro ys co untless numbers o f mo ths. 
The swallo w frequently lines its nest 
with the wings fro m the cucumber 
beetle fed to its yo ung. 'The warbler, 
o f which Ok laho ma has many, fre­ 
quently feed their yo ung twenty-five 
times an ho ur with insects. The yo ung 
bro o ds o f nearly all birds are fed 
grassho ppers, caterpillars, cutwo rms 
and weevils. 
Impo rting So ng Birds. 
“To day Maryland and New Jersey 
are endeavo ring to impo rt co mmo n 
so ng birds to fight the insect p« its 
which threaten their truck and fruit 
gro wing industries. There is scarcely 
a decent day’s quail sho o ting no rth o f 
the Ohio river and a summer trip by 
vehicle thro ugh Illino is o r Indiana 
will demo nstrate the utter dreariness 
o f a beautiful co untry witho ut birds. 
“A little tho ught 
alo ng this line 
sho uld co nvince the farmers o f Ok la­ 
ho ma that they canno t affo rd as a 
business pro po sitio n, if no t a senti­ 
mental o ne, to have their game laws 
disregarded no r their birds mo lested. 
The enco uragement o f birds to nest 
o n the farm, the disco uragement and 
pro mpt punishment o f nest ro bbing, 
the suppressio n o f the idler with a 
‘22 sho rt,’ who all summer tries his 
aim at every bird he sees, and the 
pro mpt arrest and punishment o f the 
man who persists in sho o ting game 
o ut o f seaso n, are mo re than mere 
matters o f sentiment. 
They return 
an actual cash equivalent and have 
a direct hearing o n the success o r 
failure o f cro ps.”

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SEEDLESS APPLES. 


There Cannot Be Any Cores 
With This Variety. 


“ EXPERIMENTING” 12 YEARS.

“There ain’t goin’ ter be no core.” 
The schoolboy’s joke will soon be a 
reality, for there is being put on the 
market a coreless and seedless apple, 
•writes a Denver correspondent. 
This 
product is the result of about 12 years 
of constant experimenting on the part 
of its creator, John E. Spencer. 
When seedless oranges first appear­ 
ed they were bought as curiosities, 
many believing that an orange with­ 
out seeds was an impossibility, but 
the navel has for some time been an 
accepted wonder, and what happened 
to this fruit will also be the fate of 
the seedless apple. 
And 
for .still 
stronger reasons. 
The seeds in the 
orange were merely in the way. They 
could not be eaten, and so interfered 
with the uninterrupeted enjoyment of 
the fruit 
But beyond doing away 
with this unpleasant feature there was 
nothing gained in the development of 
the seedier orange. 
There was no 
waste saved. Not so with the **navel” 
a pple . 
An apple without seeds is as valua­ 
ble as nuts without shells when they 
are sold by weight at the same price. 
It not only is without the disagreea­ 
ble feature of seeds and hard pock­ 
ets, but fully one fourth more of the 
apple can be eaten. Careful estimat­ 
ing shows that only three fourth of a 
peeled apple can be consumed, the re­ 
maining one fourth being wasted In 
the core. It is in the saving that real 
marketable superiority of the seedless 
apple is found. 
To those who eat 
them it is indeed pleasant to bite into 
a lucious, ripe apple and find no seeds, 
no hard seed pockets and no worms. 
Those who desire to preserve the ap­ 
ple or make it into a Jelly or even to 
evaporate the fruit, a great saving of 
time is noticed in using the seedless 
▼a rie ty. 
^ At first the fact that the species of 
geedless apple now being cultivated 
is a winter variety might seem to 
lessen its value to growers in the 
XMnth, but this new fruit has other 
strange features besides its lack of 
seeds. 
Go, in the springtime, into an or­ 
chard where 
the 
seedless apple is 
grown exclusively, and there will be 
no fragrance of blossoms, no white 
showers of petals as the breeze stirs 
the branches. Not a blossom in sight, 
and yet the trees are preparing. Just 
as are the seed variety in nelgbor- 
boring fields, to bear fruit. The navel 
apple tree does not blossom. 
There­ 
fore. a late frost does not in any way 
interfere with the development of the 
fruit This makes the raising of seed­ 
less fruit a great deal surer think 
than the growing of the old variety. 
There is only a semblance to a 
blossom found upon the new tree. It 
consists of three green leaves, which 
in shape and size greatly resemble 
the petals of the regular apple bios-

mer reports of his having been seen— 
were given little credence by citizens 
of Omaha. 
Crowe telephoned the World-Herald 
office at midnight of his presence In 
the city, and stated that he would 
call at the newspaper office. A short 
time afterward he appeared, in com­ 
pany with Mr. O’Brien. 
Crowe, 
O’Brien 
and 
s, reporter 
were closeted for nearly an hour, dur­ 
ing which time Crowe told of his wan­ 
derings since he left the city, four 
years ago. Crowe stated that he had 
served in the Boer war. fighting with 
Boer^. 
He returned to this country 
after the war, and has lived continu­ 
ally, according to his statement. In a 
South Side flat in Chicago. He says 
he had been in Chicago nearly three 
years, and he has visited Omaha on 
three different occasions during that 
time. 
He stated that he had been nego­ 
tiating for several days for immunity 
from punishment. In case he should 
surrender himself to the authorities, 
although he declined 
to say with 
whom the negotiations are being held. 
He says he is very tired of living in 
Isolation from 
his 
relatives 
and 
friends, and wishes to reform and get 
into business. 
He declared that he 
would ask for immunity from the pen­ 
itentiary, and stated that 
he was 
ready to accept the protection of the 
Omaha police. 
He said that in case he is permitted 
to remain in Omaha and have indict­ 
ments against him quashed, he will 
probably get into business at once. 
Crowe has been at the home of his 
brother. J. X Crowe, who resides in 
Council Bluffs and runs a saloon in 
that city. 
He was asked if he had a hand in 
the famous Cudahy kidnaping, 
but 
declined to either deny or admit bis 
guilt. The interview lasted nearly an 
hour, during which Crowe was appar­ 
ently at ease at all times. 
The crime with which Crowe 
is 
charged is that of kidnaping Eddie 
Cudahy, Jr., whose father is the pro­ 
prietor of a large packing house. 
The kidnaping occurred December 
18, 1900. 
The kidnapers demanded 
ransom of $25,000 for the boy, but he 
was set free near his father's home 
by his captors, who got no money.

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RUDOLPH HANGED. 


Execution Took Place at Union 


* 
Monday Forenoon. 


HIS NECK WAS NOT BROKEN. 


Death Resulted From Strangulation 
Thirteen Minutes After the 
Trap Was Sprung. 


Union, Mo., May 8.—William Ru­ 
dolph was hanged in the jail yard at 
10:01 a. m. today for 
participation 
with Geo. Collins in the killing of 
Detective Charles J. Schumacher, near 
Stanton, Jb ranklin county, in January, 
lOOS, 
The men had robbed the Union 
bank, and Collins was hanged last 
year. 
His neck was not broken, and he 
strangled thirteen minutes before be­ 
ing pronounced dead. 
Rudolph's mother 
and stepfather 
bade him farewell In his cell, after 
Which Rudolph announced that 
he 
was ready to go. 
Rudolph walked to the scaffold with 
a firm step, and said nothing after 
leaving his celL 
Sheriff Gehlert 
sprang 
the trap. 
Two hundred persons witnessed the 
axecution, and a large crowd collect­ 
ed in the street outside the Jail. 


As a drowning man 
clings to a 
straw, so Rudolph, In the Sunday quiet 
of his cell, listened to every click of 
the heavy bolt which announced the 
arrival of a messenger or visitor. He 
was hoping against hope until, a vis­ 
itor c^une and went and brought no 
word from the governor, he knew he 
was facing the end, and nerved him­ 
self to meet It Finally, as the hour 
was nearing midnight, he sank to his 
rough cot for a few hours' sleep be­ 
fore the final ordeal. 
Attorney Finch, who assisted In de­ 
fending Rudolph, having been refused 
admittance to the Jail to see his client, 
departed from Union for S t Louis 
Sunday morning. 
Through friends, 
Rudolph was informed of his depart­ 
ure, and he gained fresh hope. 
As 
every new visitor was announced, his 
sisters or his 
mother 
or the Jail 
guards, he iaqtiired anxiously for a 
message from his attorney. 
But at 
midnight he realized that the hour for 
Governor Folk’s interference bad pass­ 
ed. 
The presence of his mother, Mrs. 
o_ 
Rudolph; hlB sisters and Father 
Vineyard Haven, “ as .. May 8 ^ 
McBrlane of SL 
Xavier’s 
church. The first details of the sinking

her son in his cell a short while before 
he was led to the gallows. His arms 
and legs were then bound and he was 
led to the scaffold, accompanied by 
Father McErlane. 
About 200 tickets were distributed 
by Sheriff Gehlert for the execution. 
A number of sheriffs from adjoining 
counties, several physicians, members 
of the press and a few friends of the 
sheriff were present When it was all 
over the body was placed at the dis­ 
position of the mother. 
Mrs. Nellie Allen and Esther Ru­ 
dolph, who were with their mother 
constantly, and 
who 
visited 
their 
brother several times, 
left 
for St. 
Louis Sunday evening. In their Hands 
they carried wreaths of flowers, locust 
blossoms and “snowballs." 
Frank Rudolph, the prisoner’s step­ 
father, for 
the first time 
in many 
years, came to Union Sunday. 
He 
met his daughters at the depot and 
waited with them for the train. He 
stated that he did not expect to re­ 
main for the execution. He has been 
separated from his wife 
for 
some 
time, but made efforts to see her Sun­ 
day. Mrs. Rudolph, however, declin­ 
ed, stating she wanted to be alone.

Can mo nkeys 
be 
taug ht to pick 
prunes and o ther o rchard fruits? asks 
the San Francisco Chro nicle. 
Martin V. Seeley, a pro minent fruit 
g ro wer o f Santa Clara Valley, believes 
that they can, and in that belief has 
sent to Central America fo r 500 o f the 
little simian natives o f that co untry. 
These mo nkeys are said to be o n the 
way to Califo rnia. 
The idea was co nveyed to Mr. See­ 
ley, he says, thro ug h the chance re­ 
mark o f a g uest made in jest This 
g uest was in Mr. Seeley’s prune o r­ 
chard last seaso n, where there were 
a number o f Japs ho pping abo ut un­ 
der the trees picking up prunes. 
In 
mo ving the Japs did no t rise, but 
while in a sitting po sture ho ped fro m 
spo t to spo t. 
"What are all tho se mo nkeys do ­ 
ing ?" asked the g uest 
That g ave 
Seeley the Idea. He had passed so me 
years In Central America and had 
seen the many tricks—so me o f them 
sho wing a marked deg ree o f intelli- 


The o nly difficulty I see is the mo n­ 
key’s ino rdinate fo ndness fo r fruit, 
but the use o f lig ht muzzles will o bvi­ 
ate this.’’ 
Apes may be taug ht certain simple 
duties, and in so me Instance have 
taken the wo rk o f do mestics, such as 
remo ving the dishes after a co urse, 
laying the plates, placing the chairs, 
etc. So me have been taug ht to dress 
themselves after the manner o f men. 
One o f the hardest thing s to do was 
to teach them to wear cans o r hats. 
This was so lved by rubbing a small 
quantity o f mo lasses o n their heads;

It 
has been fo und almo st impo ssible to 
teach them anything save a few sim­ 
ple tricks. 
There was a nug e babo o n at Ulten- 
hag e Junctio n Africa, which acted as 
a switchman in the railro ad yards. 
His master had lo st bo th limbs in an 
accident In the yard and the co mpany 
placed him in the to wer to handle 
the switch levers. 
He taug ht 
the 
babo o n the different livers and ho w 
to thro w them, and In time all he had 
to do o n the appro ach o f a train was 
to po int to the rig ht lever and the 
babo o n wo uld do the rest The switch­ 
man went abo ut In a wheeled chair 
pro pelled by the babo o n. 
It is said 
that o nce, when his master was asleep 
at the switch, a special came alo ng 
unexpectedly and the babo o n threw 
the switch fo r the rig ht track witho ut 
•aking his matter.

he path o f the g ro wer. The animals 
be o rdered have already been partially 
rained by the 
natives 
o f Central 
America, and he anticipates no g reat 
difficulty In teaching them to pick up 
the fruit and later to climb the trees 
and g ather it fro m the branches. 
"When the animals reach here I 
shall appo rtio n them to trainers in 
g ro ups o f 50. By this metho d I co n­ 
fidently expect that the who le lo t will 
be ready to g o . to wo rk in the prune 
o rchards this fall. 
As a matter o f 
co urse much patience and hard wo rk 
will he necessary to transfo rm the 
fro licso me and mischievo us mo nkey 
into a trained ranch hand, hut I have 
no do ubt co ncerning the ultimate suc­ 
cess o f my pro ject. I kno w fro m ex- 
perience what mo nkeys are capable 
o f do ing , and I can see no reaso n why 
they sho uld fail in this new line o f 
activity.

"After they are fully taug ht I in­ 
tend to lease them to o rchardists. 
Each leased hand will be under the 
care o f o ne o f my assistants, ■who will 
be respo nsible fo r their care and at- 
entlo n, and who will also see that 
hey do a fair and ho nest day’s wo rk.
